2. He is a Carpatho-Russian who w^s one of the leaders 
of the Jewish youth movement ”Droh Labonim'' in Budapest v.'hich 
went underground curing this war in order to help the Jevdsh 
Agency people in Hungary and in order to secretly emigrate 
Jews out of the Balkans. It is reported (from him) that he 
was so clever that ho, himself, ran around in an ob uniform 
or in the uniform of a *’Nilosz'' (^^rrow-cross, the Bzalaszi, 
Hungarian Fascist Rarty). Re was iiailed by the Oev.ish .*;^ency 
as one of their best operatives during this v.ar in i^uu^pest. 

3« 'nhcn the Russians entered Budapest, volunteered 

for service in the NAVD, whicn he entered as a priVoite. Until 
lately he vvas the adjutant to a Russian Colonel vhio is in 
charge of the irhGB section "who controls the Nr.Vi)*'.in Budapest. 
ZitJjLLL boasted to xiis old chief in the "Droh uaboaim", Bwi 
CrOLDOFA^ [ (one of COxILUOTOR's boys in Budapest), that his 
bolonel confided an enormous lot of highly secret stuff to 
him, cautioning him not to mention to anyone and that he 
found nothing better tnan pass along to his old friends. 

ZiJiLEL proved to be a valuable source of information to his 
old friends by informing them of any move or ixiquiry of the 
NKVD in Budapest against Jews or against Jewish exiigrc tion. 

/f« 2ix»LLLL comes frequently to Vienna with his chief. 

He visited quite often the Rothschild nospital either in 
civilian clothes or as an NkVI) Sergeant or as an NRVD one-star 
lieutenant. He once presented a civilian to his frioxids in 
the Rothschild Hospital "as his Captain”. 

5. ZLxLLEL is now stationed in Vienna-liauer vvith the
